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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Claims 

The Amendment filed April 12, 2002 has been entered and considered. 
Claims 1 and 3-22 are pending. Claims 15 and 18-22 are withdrawn from 
consideration as being drawn to a non-elected invention. Claims 1, 3-14, 16, and 
17 will be examined on the merits in this Office Action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The references AG and AH supplied with the Amendment and Response 
filed April 12, 2002 has been considered as noted on the copy of the 1449 
attached to this Office Action. 

Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of Claims 1, 2-14, 16, and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph regarding the lack of possession for the claims is withdrawn in light of 
applicant's arguments. 

The rejection of Claims 1, 3-14, 16, and 17 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph regarding lack of enablement for the claims is withdrawn in light of 
applicants arguments and the amendments to the claims. 



Rejections Maintained 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-14, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In response to the rejection for indefiniteness given in the previous Office 
action, Applicants have amended the claims to include sequence identifiers. 
However, the claims still contain substitutions at specific residues without 
referring to a sequence. For example, the recitation of "said modified GLA 
domain comprising at least one amino acid substitution at residue 11 or 29 
(residue 10 or 28 of SEQ ID NO: 3 or SEQ ID NO:4, respectively)" is confusing. 
Is this intended to mean that the substitution of residues 1 1 and 29 are relative to 
the sequence of SEQ ID NO:3 and substitutions of residues 10 or 28 is relative to 
the sequence of SEQ ID NO:4? Or, is this recitation intended to mean that the 
substitution of residues 10 or 28 are relative to either SEQ ID NO:3 or 4? If the 
latter is the case, then the claim is unclear as to the context of the sequence 
containing substitutions residues 1 1 and 29. The claim would be much clearer if 
this last phrase recited, for example, "said modified GLA domain comprising at 
least one amino acid substitution at residue 10 or 28 of SEQ ID NO:3". Or, 
another phrase referring to only one set of residues and one sequence identifier. 
Likewise, Claims 7, 9, 10, and 1 1 should refer to a sequence identifier to place 
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into context the substitution of residue 33. (Residue 33 of what sequence?) 
Claims 3-6, 8, 12-14, 16 and 17 are indefinite since they depend from indefinite 
base claims but do not correct the deficiencies. Correction is required.
